4. Waiver of constitutional and statutory ridhts . Your 
client understands that by pleading guilty in this case, your 
client agrees to waive certain rights afforded by the 
Constitution of the United States and/or by statute, including: 

At 
a jury trial, your client would have the right to be represented 
by counsel, to confront and cross-examine witnessed against your

By entezjiag this plea of guilty, your client knowingly and 
voluntarily waives or gives up this right against self- 
incrimination. 



Your client understands that the 
United States Sentencing Guidelines are advisory to the Cdurt in 
determining the appropriate sentence. Your client I agrees and 
understands that even though the Sentencing Guidelines are not 
binding Upon the Court/ the Court nevertheless shoilild consult the 
Sentencing Guidelines in determining an appropriate sentence. 
Accordingly, the parties agree and understand that ' the 
defendant's sentence would be guided by the Sentencing Guidelines 
as described in the attached Attachment B hereto.
